— Sixteen members of 


the senate have joined in a request 
that the federal trade commission sup 
ply them with any information it 
may have "regarding: the nature of 
combinations being1 formed abroad b> 
American business, commercial 
and 


financial firrrs and corporations in 
alleged violation of the antitrust 
laws." 


In a letter to the commission, made 


public Wednesday, the senators cited 
allegations that "American business 
Interests are establishing themselves 
in many countries in combination with 
similar business Interests in 'those 
countries." They asked for any infor- 
mation the commission has as to this 
and particularly as showing "whether 
in any cases American goods are sold 
cheaper to foreign customers as a 
means of maintaining the prices of 
such 'goods 
manufactured 
in 
the 


United states, than to American con- 
sumers." 


The request was addressed to the 


federal 
trade 
commission as 
the 


agency charged with administration 
of the Webb-Pomerene act, which the 
latter said "is designed, as we under- 
stand it. to help American business 
corporations and to find a market for 
their products abroad."

Wes* Frankfort, Dl.—The work of 


of the American Cross, in rehabilitat- 
ing the entire tornado disaster area 
in five states will begin at once, ac- 
cording to Henry M. Baker, nation- 
al director of disaster relief here. It 
•will include replacing and refurnish- 
ing homes, clothing and all necessi- 
ties of victims, but will not attempt 
to replace deficits in investment loss- 
es which he called business rehabili- 
tation. 


The need of the victim and not his 


loss will guide attempts to reestablish 
him on as nearly a predisaster basis 
as funds will permit, said Baker. 


Every penny contributed to 
the 


Red Cross fund for 
tornado 
relief. 


Baker said, will be used in the storm 
area. 
Vocational training and trust 


fund 
assistance 
in cases where 
a 


mother or children were left without 
support are provided for in the re- 
habilitation plan. 


The emergency period probably will 


continue for ten days. 
Baker 
said.

In "The Peasants," according to 


many of the-reviewers, substantially 
the same thing is done that Hardy 
did 30 and 40 years ago in his Wes- 
sex novels-—"Teas of the D'Urbervil- 
les." "The Return of the 
Native,"

"Jude the Obscure" and the others. 
In 1920 Knut Hamson won the covet- 
ed prize with "Growth of the Soil." a 
novel of the same genre.
